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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1. A method for mai aging bookmark information in a data structure residing on a 
computer, comprising: 

receiving the bookmark information from a plurality of sources networked to the 
computer, the bookriark information comprising source identifier information and 
network addresses; and 

storing the bo( ikmark information in the data structure. 

2. The method of claim 1, further comprising collecting the network addresses and 
source identifier info mation during an Intemet browsing session. 

3. The method of claim 1, wherein the plurality of sources includes a local computer. 



4. The method of claim 1, wherein the plurality of sources is selected from the group 
comprising of a lapiop, a cellular phone, e-mail, a personal data assistant, a set-top box, 
a watch, a hand-hel 1 computer, a pager, and a desktop computer. 

5. The method of claim 1, wherein the data structure is a bookmark table having at least 
one bookmark entry^.

The computer-readable mefdium of claim 19, further comprising populating a 
plurality of fields with the booKmark information to form the at least one bookmark 
entry. 

26. The computer-readable medium of claim 19, further comprising collecting the 
bookmark information as at least one bookmark entry in a bookmark table. 

27. The computer-readable medium of claim 19, further comprising, prior to receiving 
the bookmark information,/ sending the bookmark information from at least one of the 
plurality of sources to the /computer in an instance where a bookmark was generated at 
the at least one of the plurality of sources. 

28. The computer-readable medium of claim 19, further comprising, prior to receiving 
the bookmark informatic/n:
